Tho Egyptian obelisk in Central 
Talk, New York, is now receiving a 
paraffine coating, which, it is hoped, 
will prevent farther injury by the 
climate. The surface of the great pil­ 
lar has already been seriously affect­ 
ed, and crumbling pieces are easily re­ 
moved with the finger. 
Before the 
paraffine is applied all the loosened 
particles will be carefully taken away; 
then tile stone will be thouroughly 
cleaned wit h ammonia and finally cov­ 
ered with the heated wax. The par­ 
affine to be used has been specially 
prepared, and is as pure as it possibly 
can be. It is estimated that more than 
200 pounds will lie required. The pro­ 
cess \\ill give the obelisk a slightly 
darker hue than it now possesses. 


The commissioners of emigration of 
tin* slate of New York have reported 
to the secretary of the treasury that 
during the year ending June 30, there 
arrived at the port of New York from 
foreign ports 350,OOO passengers, of 
which number 294,013 came as steer­ 
age passengers and 
were landed at

clear conscience. Alrout 11 o’clock he took his 
last meal on earth.

A correspondent of the New York Herald 
a t Regina says: Riel was kept a close pris­ 
oner in his little cell, which, by the way, is 
the first on the right hand side when you 
leave the guard room to enter the central 
building on the south side of the barracks, 
which is the Regina prison for the time be­ 
ing. The rebel’s cell is six and a hall feet 
by four and a half, lighted by tho usual 
prison grating. It contains the prisoner’s 
bed, made up of three twelve-inch boards 
in width. It is about six feet in length. 
This bench is attached to the north side of 
the little cell by hinges, so th a t in the day­ 
time it is raised upward and fastened to the 
wall by a hook. By this means so much 
spaco is saved lur 
“pacing 
purposes” 
during daytime. 
Tile 
bedclothes 
are 
folded 
together 
every 
morning 
and 
thrown 
into 
a 
corner 
of 
the 
cell. 
Riel’s writing desk is hinged on to the 
west side of the little cell, the same as his 
bed, and when I show you three large 
manuscript book* filled with “ visions,” 
“ manifestations” anil rodomontade, to ­ 
gether with a bible presented to Riel by his 
mother, and a few Roman Catholic prayer 
books, you have the cell of the rebel half- 
breed, Louis Riel. Tho scaffold is a t the 
extreme south end of the prison, enclosed 
by a board fence nine feet square. It was 
on this scaffold th a t Connors, the Moose- 
jaw murderer, was executed on Friday, 
July 17, for the brutal murder of his chum, 
Henry Moiaski. It was 4 o’clock when 
the iron wicket leading from the guard 
room to the prison proper noiselessly 
opened on its well-oiled hinges, and I 
walked inside, quickly turned to the right, 
and a dozen paces took me to the cell of 
the condemned rebel. Riel exhibited little 
surprise on beholding his visitor. AVith 
the cordiality of a hot-blooded prisoner he 
warmly shook my hand. 
“ Now, Mr. Riel,” said I, “thoughyou have 
often been asked the question before, per­ 
haps you will tell me candidly your reason 
for raising the late rebellion? 
“If I did not answer the question often 
enough,” answered Riel, “ I am sure some 
of my good friends outside did it for me. 
But there is something yet to be gathered. 
I do not think I ’raised’ the late war, but 
I ad vised the starving half-breed* to stand 
up for their rights, shamefully denied them 
by Sir John.” 
“You deny, then, th a t all this bloodshed 
has liven caused by you.” 
“I do. I haji never supposed th a t ad ro p 
of blood need b * shed. I thought it would 
be cheaje r for Hie government to come to 
terms with me. Tho government did not 
do so, and my counsel—nu m atter what 
they say now—expected good terms. Now 
my counsel ar* wise, and I am a fool in the 
eyes of idiots.” 
“On what conditions dill you leave the 
United .States with the half-breed deputa­ 
tion to come to Batoche?” 
“Tho deputation told me they were inn 
bad state and were sure they could get good 
terras from the government if they only had 
the right kind of a leader. 
They offered me 
friendship, a home and plenty of money 
if I came back with them. Nolin, who 
swore so hard against me,wa* the loudest 
trying to get me to Batoche. However, he 
treated me well after I got there.” 
“It is a wonder to me th a t you did not 
think and hesitate over coming back to 
Canada for the purpose of exciting the half- 
breeds again?” 
“ I did think. I asked the spirit to ad­ 
vise rn**. He said, 'There is a fish under the 
rock and I was to haul it out. AVe all went 
to confession and prayed. After th a t the 
spirit told me to go. I couldn’t refuse.” 
“ What is the Spirit, Mr. Riel? Have you 
seen it?” 
‘ Yes, frequently. 
It is a man eight feet 
high.” 
"Is it true you offer*'*! to leave your 
people, the half-breeds of Saskatchewan, to 
tight out their own battles if you got a 
large sum of money from the government?” 
“It is a lie!” cried Riel. "The govern­ 
ment hunted me from friends aud home 
like a w lid beast. Sir John never paid me 
what be promised, and I did not deserve 
the treatm ent I got. It is the duty of the 
government to release me now and give me 
$100,000. There was nothing to prevent 
me going with Gabriel to the states after 
we had lost Batoche. The Spirit told me 
to have courage like King David, who suf­ 
fered a* I did.” 
“is it true th at you were assisted in rais­ 
ing this rebellion by the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany?” 
"I have told you I did not I aine the rebell­ 
ion. AVe hated the Hudson Bay company 
more than the government. They are vil- 
lians and robbers, but their day is short. ) 
You will find some of their dirty tru-ks 
there.” pointing to a book of manuscripts. 
"In case you die you intend these manu- 
icripts shall be published?” 
“ Yes. I may die, but I will rise again af­ 
ter three days.” 
“Then it it all the same to you whether 
you die or not?” 
“Not altogether. If I die God must raise 
me from the dead, and I do not want to 
put him to the inconvenience of working a 
miracle for me.” 
"You did not make a very good stand a t 
Batoche against Gen. Middleton?” 
"Poor fellow*! They couldn’t make a 
stand against anything. They had neither 
food, clothes, arms, 
ammunition, 
nor 
the fear of God." 
"You told Dr. AA’illoughbv a t Batoche 
last winter you ‘would rule the Northwest 
or perish in the attem pt.’ ” 
“I may have said so. I don’tthink Idid, 
though. Willoughby and AA’elsh w ere fright­ 
ened as trapped coyotes.” 
“ Why did you allow your men to attack 
Maj. Crozier a t Duck Lake?” 
"I did not allow them. 
Neither did they 
attack Crozier. Crozier is a good man, but 
lie fired first. I could have Prince Albert, 
Carlton, Battleford, etc., taken and whites 
massacred if I liked. W hat was to pre­ 
vent me taking Saskatoon? 
I stopped 
bloodshed in place of shedding it. I hope 
Sir John w ill repent though.” 
“AVhat do you think of the legal proceed­ 
ings in your case?” 
“ I am very thankful to my Quebec 
friends for thinking of me, but they are 
lighting the devil on his own reserve. 
The 
heretics want ‘Riel’s’ blood.” 
“AVhat's your opinion of the three advo­ 
cates they sent you up?”

At the late national free trade conferenct 
in Chicago, of which David A. Wells was 
chosen president, Henry AVard Beecher 
made a speech th a t attracted great atten ­ 
tion. Mr. Beecher declared- 
He was in favor of no tariff a t all,though 
the best policy to follow was to place a di­ 
rect tax upon the people to defray the ex­ 
penses of the government. The innate sel­ 
fishness of the people, born of their igno­ 
rance, would make the operation of such a 
policy impossible until the arrival of the 
millenium. Mr. Beecher, amid great ap­ 
plause and laughter, said th a t protection 
was the “jugglery of the devil.” T hat if 
politicians 
were 
statesmen, 
protec­ 
tion 
would 
die 
a 
natural 
death 
in spite of the devil; but politicians were 
not statesmen, they were “ vote-mongers.” 
Mr. Beecher spoke in m ost uncompliment­ 
ary language of custom house*, and said 
he believed from personal observation that 
if there was such a thing as a profane oath 
it could invariably be found in the courts 
and custom houses. Quoting the secretary 
of the National Labor organization, Mr. 


Beecher said there were now in this coun­ 
try a million of laborer* unemployed. After 
referring to tho rivalry among capitalists 
in developing and reaping the profit* in 
newly discovered industries, which resulted 
in inevitable over-production and the ulti­ 
m ate effect of throwing laborers again out 
of work, Mr. Beecher remarked th a t there 
was no tariff on men, and wondered if the 
Protectionists were thinking of bettering 
the situation by placing a tariff on im port­ 
ed pauper labor. 
This was intensely amusing to the audi­ 
ence, and its suppressed laughter increased 
to a roar when the speaker remarked: 
This country was a large exporter “of 
religion.” This country sent millions of 
dollars to heathen countries to instill the 
principles of Christianity into tile minds of 
unbelievers, while the article went begging 
a t home. This chun try was liberal in ex­ 
porting religion for the benefit of the hea­ 
then, but when those benighted individuals 
carne to this country, to be nearer to the 
fountain-head of such teaching, they were 
met with stones and curses, and duly al­ 
lowed to remain a t the peril of their lives. 
Though Mr. 
Beecher’s short address 
abounded in cutting sarcasms and witty 
figures, he closed in an earnest and impres­ 
sive vein, with old arguments in a dress so 
new and attractive th a t his audience listen­ 
ed with the most strained attention. 
The 
speaker’s closing words were a tribute to the 
liberty th a t had founded the government, 
th a t had freed the slave, and which would 
remove every bar to its commercial grand­ 
eur.

At 1.4<> o’clock Friday the 13 til inst., the 
most destructive fire in the history of Gal­ 
veston broke out in a small foundry and 
car repair shop on the north sideof Avenue 
A, known as tile Strand, between Sixteenth 
and Seventeeth streets. A fierce gale from 
the north was blowing a t the time, and the 
flames spread with lightning rapidity. 
About 300 houses were burned which 
were occupied by fully 500 families.

So far as can be learned not a Bingle 
accident occurred. The scene during the 
progress of the fire was simply frightful, so 
filled with misery and terror th a t whoever 
witnessed it must bear its vivid impress for 
a lifetime. The wind rose to a screaming 
gale in the \ icinitv of the fire, ami swept 
through the burning belt in terrific whirls, 
carrying millions of live cinders high up in 
the air, and raining them down a mile dis­ 
ta n t over the wooden city and its panic­ 
stricken inhabitants.

flames spared the government building and 
passed onward tow ard thegulf. At Avenue 
I 
the 
fire 
fiend reveled in the most 
stylish mansions of the city. One of the 
first of these splendid 
houses to suc­ 
cumb was a $40,000 house. Then in r apid 
procession went the residence* of Julius 
Runge, Leon Blum, ll. Fellman, George 
Selby, R. F. George's $60,000 residence, 
Thom as Goggans and three hundred of 
less value. These names represent a loss 
of $40,000 to $70,000 each. The total 
area of the burnt district in IOO acre*, and 
forty and a half blocks ar** swept clear of 
everything combustible. .Something over 
400 houses were burned, and it is estimated 
by relief committee* th a t about 1.000 fami­ 
lies are rendered homeless; the great majori­ 
ty of w hom, especially the poor ones, lost 
everything.

The marriage was not a 
happy one, and a divorce followed.

She wa* keen and handsome,young and 
attractive, and fond of the society of elder­ 
ly men. She was a depositor in Mr. Shar- 
on'sbank. One day in August. 1880, she 
met the miHiouaire, who invited her to call 
and see him. She went.

As other Minne­ 
sota farmers do not report the same ex­ 
perience, we think it must l»e a peculiarity 
of Maj.

G overnor M arm aduke of M issouri, 
who is still in th e city, w ent up to 
W est P o in t to renew his acquaintance 
w ith th e place, he having graduated 
therein 1 857. H e entered the academ y 
from M issouri, in which sta te he w as 
born, in 1 8 5 3 , took the regular course, 
and im m ediately 
after 
graduation 
went down to 
W ashington, 
where 
through 
th e influence of 
Senator 
T h om as IL B enton he obtained an 
ap poin tm ent to a lieutenancy in the 
com m and of Albert Sidney Joh n ston , 
th a t wa® just being fitted ou t tor the 
U tah cam paign. 
W hen lie cam e back 
from the w est he found the war of ’61 
ready to begin, and, as his sta te went 
w ith th e sou th , he resigned his place in 
the regular a rm valid went w ith the con­ 
federacy. 
He had attain ed a higher 
mark in cavalry tactics than in an y 
other branch of stu d y Avhile at the 
academ y, and his ta ste s all lay in th a t 
direction. 
He soon becam e an effi­ 
cient cavalry officer in the Confeder­ 
ate arm y. 
H e was colonel of a regi­ 
ment at Shilo, where he fought hard 
and had m any men tiffed. 
Ere long 
he rose to the com m and of all 
the 
cavalry forces of Price’s arm y and 
w as distinguished for m uch gallant 
conduct. 
After the war he returned 
to M issouri, and accepted the result 
of the conflict w ith good grace.

took a soldier’s vft-w of the situ ation 
rather than that of a p olitician, and

renewed som e of the cordial 
friendships th a t had existed before the 
war between him self and officers who 
had gone wit h the other side.

year he w as elected G overnor of Mis­ 
souri. and is just now having the first 
respite from severe labors th a t a t 
once devolved upon him , 
A W orld correspondent, who had the 
pleasure of accom panying the G ov­ 
ernor on Ins visit to W est P oint had 
an op p ortu n ity of observinghow com ­ 
pletely the war is forgotten in the 
reunions of men now who, during the 
war, were on opposing si Ie*.

M arkin’s a tto rn e y a t once carried the case 
to the suprem e c o u rt of the U nited S tates, 
before which it now is. 
Following his con­ 
viction in the United S tates c o u rt for ta m ­ 
pering w ith b allots, Mackin w as indicted 
by th e s ta te grand jury for perjury in 
sw earing he had n o t ordered o r received 
the spurious b allo ts. 
Of th is crim e he was 
con'-icted as above sta te d , and will now 
pay the penalty.

A correspondent of the New Y ork H erald 
a t Regina eays: 
Riel was kept a close pris­ 
oner in his littlo cell, which, by tho way, is 
the first on th e right hand side when you 
leave the guard room to enter the central 
building on th e so u th Bide of the barracks, 
which is the Regina prison for th e tim o be­ 
ing. 
The rebel’s cell is six and a half feet 
by four and a half, lighted by tho usual 
prison grating. 
I t contains the prisoner’s 
bed, m ade up of three twelve-inch boards 
in w idth. 
It is a b o u t six feet in length. 
T his liench is a ttach ed to the n o rth side of 
the little cell by hinges, so th a t in the d a y ­ 
tim e it is raised upw ard and fastened to the 
wall by a hook. 
By th is m eans so 
much 
spaco is saved lor 
“ pacing 
purposes” 
during 
daytim e. 
The 
bedclothes 
are 
folded 
together 
every 
m orning 
and 
throw n 
in to 
a 
corner 
of 
the 
cell. 
Riel’s w riting desk is hinged on to the 
west side of the little cell, the sam e as his 
bed, and when I s h o w you three large 
m anuscript books filled 
with “ visions,” 
“ m an ifestations” and rodom ontade, to ­ 
gether w ith a bible presented to Riel by his 
m other, an d a few R om an C atholic p ray er 
books, you have the cell of the rebel half- 
breed, Louis Riel. 
The scaffold is a t the 
extrem e so u th end of the prison, enclosed 
by a board fence nine leet square. 
It was 
on th is scaffold th a t Connors, the Moose- 
jaw m urderer, was executed on Friday, 
Ju ly 17, for the b ru ta l m urder of his chum , 
H enry M olaski.

I thought it would 
be cheaper for the governm ent to come to 
term s w ith me. The governm ent did n ot 
do so, and my counsel—no m a tte r w hat 
they say now—expected good term s.

“On w hat conditions did you leave the 
U nited S tates w ith the half-breed d e p u ta ­ 
tion to come to B atoche?”

T his was intensely am using to th e a u d i­ 
ence, and its suppressed laughter increased 
to a ro a r when the speaker rem arked: 
This country was a large ex p o rter “of 
religion.” T his country sent m illions of 
dollars to heathen countries to instill the 
principles of C hristianity into th e m inds of 
unbelievers, while the article went begging 
a t home. 
This ebuntry was liberal in ex­ 
porting religion for th e benefit of the hea­ 
then, b u t when those benighted individuals 
cam e to th is country, to be nearer to 
the 
fountain-head of such teaching, they were 
m et with stones and curse*, and duly al­ 
lowed to rem ain a t th e peril of th eir lives. 
Though 
Mr. 
Beecher’s sh o rt address 
abounded in cutting sarcasm s and w itty 
figures, he closed in an earn est and im pres­ 
sive vein, with old argum ents in a dress so 
new and a ttra c tiv e th a t his audience listen­ 
ed with the m ost strained a tte n tio n . 
The 
speaker's closing w ords were a trib u te to the 
liberty th a t had founded the governm ent, 
th a t had freed the slave, and which would 
rem ove every b a r to its com m ercial grand­ 
eur.

Rooms were secured at the Millard 
hotel, and it was decided to look 
over the city of pines by daylight 
before

home.

eight o ’clock that morning a very 
good breakfast was enjoyed in the 
elegant and spacious dining room 
ot 
this 
grand 
hotel, 
and 
ive 
prepared for a trip over the town. 
It had been snowing most of the 
night and about four inches of tile 
delectable, spotless, frozen vapor 
was spread over the face of nature 
hiding no doubt, many unpleasant 
mars made by the ruthless hand of 
man. 
Upon goi ig 
out 
on the 
street the first idea that occured 
was to call on the editors of the 
local papers, and we wended our 
way to the 
I nluote's office, but 
upon introducing the editor of the 
Sank Center Tribune to Mr. Hal- 
sted, he proceeded to freeze up like 
ail ice cream refrigerator. 
The air 
oi the office changed not less than 
ninety degrees instantly, and it 
became too cool for comfort, so

But we are wander­ 
ing. 
On c ui 
way back from the 
river we passed the fire depart­ 
ment house. 
Everything was in 


readiness for an alarm, even to the 
doors being 
thrown open. 
The 
fire protection of Brainerd is one 
o ' the best in the northwest, and 
the city is leached in all parts by 
the water works system, which has 
immense 
power. 
The 
business 
portion of the city 
is well built 
up with good brick blocks tiiat as­ 
sume mctroplitan airs, and frame 
structures and Hie merchants carry 
largo 
stocks 
of goods. 
Tilings 
generally seemed to indicate pros- 
polity, and there 
is no present, 
canso for doubt that Brainerd will 
continue to 
prosper. 
It 
is 
tho 
point of supply to a large lumber­ 
ing disti ict, and the many men in 
red 
and blue 
mackinaws allow 
that the season of activity is at 
hand in the woods. 
The lumber­ 
men are all 
preparing 
to make 
larger cuts this winter than ever 
before in anticipation of revival 
of business that is now commenc­ 
ing. 
As we 
returned 
from the 
bridge we raised courage enough 
to call on Hie editor of the Dis­ 
patch, and we were most cordially 
received, and enjoyed quite a chat 
with him. 
It is evident that lie 
\s a gentleman, and has some ideas 
of the rules of courtesy in an ed­ 
itorial room. 
He reported 
trade 
fair, and 
thinks 
the 
D i.-patcji 
will win. 
and 
we hope it will. 
From the business center of tile 
town we waded the snow (nit into 
the residence district, where 
wi§ 
saw many beautiful cottages, and 
more pretentious dwelling houses. 
The park is a most delightful loca­ 
tion and is covered with an origi­ 
nal grove of Norway and while 
pines, that shoot up to eighty or 
a hundred feet as I rue and tapering 
as a lady's finger. 
There was a 
haze in the air, and 
it seemed 
natural 
to 
imagine a pleasant 
moonlight night 
when 
summer 
h eezes were 
blowing. 
W hat 
a 
delightful place for the fair in face 
aud form to meet their own tree 
knights. 
If the moon were above, 
i tin* pines were below, aud their 
deep shadows, pregnant with the 
mysteries of the wilderness, natur­ 
ally 
make this 
a true trysting 
place. 
The city of Brainerd is a rail­ 
road town 
in every sense. 
The 
recent moves of the X. P. Co. in­ 
dicate that the main shops of the 
road will be maintained here, and 
if so it is sufficient in 
itself to 
make the city prosperous. 
About 
800 men are now employed in tile 
shops and should the road locate 
the whole business here it would 
require about 2,000 men to do the 
work. 
Upon this does Brainerd 
depend mostly, for it has no farm­ 
ing country around it worthy of 
mention. After a two hours tramp 
in which we viewed the suburbs, 
court house, school buildings and 
all other points of interest we re­ 
turned to the hotel and instituted 
a search for Mr. Storey, who we 
found located with an old college 
mate in 
the person of John T. 
Frater and was deeply plunged in 
retrospection of the days when he 
studied latin, grammer, geometry 
and philosophy.
